To the Honorable the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Chi - 
eqgv, in Common Council assembled; 

Gent 1, EMEN :—-The Hoard of Police herewith submit to you 
their annual report of the Fire Department, for the fiscal year 
ending at this date. 

Owing to the destruction of all the records and accounts 
relating to this department, by fire in October last, we are not 
able to give as full details of the labors attending the same, as 
we would wish ; but as we are not alone in this respect will not 
complain ; suffice it to say that the department has been kept 
up to its usual standard to October 8th and 9th last. At that 
time as all know, a large part of the business and also of the 
resident portion of the city, was destroyed by fire, and the de¬ 
part ment lost largely of engine houses and other property, of which 
a detailed statement will be found in the report of the Fire Mar- 
dud annexed. Most of the personal property has been replaced 
by the purchase of other of equal value and kind, and now 
there is a good supply of all that is needed for present require¬ 
ments, and the department as your Board believe, is to-day, in 
equally good condition as before the great fire. 
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Vour Board feel that so much has been said and written of 
the great fire, that it would be out of place to attempt any¬ 
thing more upon that subject at this time; but will add that 
the statistics relating to the same, as shown in the Eire Mar¬ 
shal’s report, were obtained from Mr. \Y. H. Sloan reporter for 
insurance companies, which wc believe are as reliable as from 
any other source. 

The following tabular statement, concisely exhibits the lead¬ 
ing items in the year's work (exclusive of the great fire), in com¬ 
parison with that of the eight preceding years: 
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At the present time, the department is mostly in need of en¬ 
gine houses. That the rebuilding of all the houses is a great 
necessity there is no doubt, for some of which we have asked 
that the old locations may be sold, and others purchased of less 
value, using the money derived from the excess to build new 
houses. Should our request be granted, we hope before the 
close of the season, to have these engine houses built and 
located, in a manner as suitable to all concerned as before the 
great fire. 

The fire alarm telegraph under the superintendence of Mr. 
E. B, Chandler, is we believe managed with skill and ability. 
Mr. Chandler and his assistants have shown that they fully un¬ 
derstand their branch of business, and have shown great energy 
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and perseverance, in keeping the lines in order during the past 
winter, and we feel under special obligations for the rapidity 
with which the lines were put in operation after the great lire, 
a full account of which will be found in his report marked sched¬ 
ule “ E." Much trouble and great expense have been occa¬ 
sioned. by reason of originally putting the lines on the tops rtf 
buildings. All new lines are now being put upon poles, and 
the old lines will be changed, as fast as the means are provided 
for this purpose. 

The want of water in many parts of the city, is a great de¬ 
triment to the fire department, as well as the small number of 
fire hydrants in locations where there should be a good supply. 
We would suggest that there should be a larger number of 
hydrants placed upon the streets than there is at present, in the 
business portion of the city. We are assured by the Board of 
Public Works, that when tho connection with the main on La- 
sal I e street is made with that on Adams street, the supply of 
water will be sufficient for all purposes. While this Board do 
not wish to find fault with other branches of the city govern¬ 
ment, still, without their co-operation, this organization would 
necessarily be crippled. Without a good supply of water, the 
fire engines are rendered of little value in case of fire. Com¬ 
plaints are often made by citizens, of this department for neg¬ 
ligence or inefficiency, when the fault does not altogether tie 
with it. 

We have estimated for a dial telegraph instrument to be placed 
at the water works, in order to communicate to that point all 
alarms, ami the locality of all fires, believing this action is of 
the utmost importance to the fire department. The water 
pressure could be immediately increased in the vicinity of the 
fire, for the time being, and decreased in other sections of the 
city, without interfering with the general supply to the citizens. 

The Babcock self-acting engine is recommended for use in this 
department, as we are convinced that it will add greatly to its 
efficiency. Three of these of sixty to eight)' gallons capacity 
have been ordered, and will soon be placed in service, and lo¬ 
cated in the most desirable portions of tiie city for the protec- 
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tion of property. Two more of these engines are asked for. 
and we especially urge their adoption. 

The Insurance Fire Patrol under the command of Capt.Benj. 
li. Bull winkle, we arc glad to say is doing good service, and is 
under the best of discipline. We congratulate the Board of 
Underwriters, in their selection of such an officer to take charge 
of their interests in the fire department, for which they have 
our best wishes. 

In closing our report, we would most cheerfully return our 
thanks to the fire companies of other cities individually and 
collectively, who so generously donated to the welfare of this 
department. Much good has been done by these kind acts, 
and the benevolence of the donors will not be forgotten. We 
also desire to return our thanks to all those cities, for their gen¬ 
erosity in so promptly sending to our aid, fire engines and other 
appliances to assist and relieve our overworked department, 
during the great conflagration in October last. 

In conclusion, we wish to thank the officers and members of 
this department for their alacrity in responding to alarms, and 
for their efforts to sustain the actions of this Board, while we 
are endeavoring to increase the efficiency of the organization, 
hoping that before the close of the summer, our citizens can 
look with pride, upon one of the most effective fire departments 
in the country.

Report, showing the Receipts and Expenses of the Fire Department 
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By the great fire which occurred on the 8th, 9th and 10th 
days of October last, all the records, books of accounts, and 
most of the papers and files of the office were destroyed, so 
that no classification or detailed statement of expenses, for the 
portion of the year prior to that time can be given; but the 
foregoing amount, is within less than one hundred dollars of the 
exact expenditure. 

As no statement of the losses sustained by the Department 
by reason of the great fire, has yet been published under the 
sanction of the Board, a statement of said losses is included in 
this report, so that the same may be preserved in a permanent 


and convenient form, for future reference.

Fire Marshal’s Office, 

Chicago, March 31 st, 1872 . 

To the Honorable the Board of Police of the City of Chicago: 

Gentlemen — 1 have the honor to present my annual re¬ 
port of the Fire Department, for the fiscal year ending March 
31st, 1872, embracing a detailed statement of the condition of 
all the apparatus and houses in use, together with a list of fires, 
loss and insurance on the same, with the cause, so far as could 
be ascertained. 

Owing to the loss of nearly all of our records, accounts and 
statistics, hy fire on October gth, 1871, we are unable to present 
an accurate and detailed account of the working of the De¬ 
partment throughout the year, but from records and statements 
collected since that time, will endeavor to report as complete 
as the circumstances will admit of. 

The effective force of the Department at the present time 
consists of 201 men, including Officers, Fire Wardens, and 
members of the fire alarm telegraph corps. The apparatus in 
use ts divided as follows: Sixteen regular steam fire engines, 
with an attending hose cart to each; one relief engine; four 
hook and ladder trucks; two hose elevators; six supply hose- 
carts; four fuel wagons; two telegraph repair wagons; two 
canvas carts, and one supply truck wagon. 

The valuation of property in use. including real estate, build¬ 
ings and apparatus, is estimated at $639,050.00. 

The total number of fires occurring within the year was 489, 
showing a decrease of 180 from the number last year. The 
number of fires during the first six months and six days of tins 
fiscal year (to October 7th) was 297, being nearly two daily, 
which if continued throughout the year, would make over 
seven hundred. During the six days previous to the great fire 
on October 8th, the department had responded to twenty- 
seven alarms, and had worked at twenty-four fires, being at the 
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rate of nearly five fires in every twenty-four hours. Then on 
on the 7th occurred the great conflagration known as the 
'‘Saturday night fire," which required the services of a great 
portion of the apparatus, for at least fourteen hours. This fire 
was finally extinguished through great exertions of the officers 
anti members of the department: the police force and citizens 
lending a helping hand, assisted to a great extent. This fire 
destroyed four squares of buildings (all frame), including two 
lumber yards, two coal yards, several mills, factories, etc; the 
total loss being estimated at §276,140. 

The “great fire" occurring October 8th, and 9th, tS/t, is 
without a parallel in the history of the world, and to attempt 
to make a correct statement or record of the circumstances at¬ 
tending it, would be an impossibility. 

From investigations made by the Hoard of Police, it was as¬ 
certained that the fire originated in a small frame structure 
located in the rear of No. 137 DcKoven street, owned and used 
by a Mr. Thomas O’Leary as a cow stable, t he fire com¬ 
menced at about half past nine o’clock, p. m. A strong south¬ 
westerly wind was blowing at the time: no rain had fallen for 
several weeks previous : consequently all combustible matter 
was prepared for ignition. 

The origin of the fire could not be definitely arrived at, but 
from all the circumstances connected with the case, it is cur¬ 
rently believed to have been set through the careless action of 
some person, or persons, at present unknown. 

This portion of the city was occupied by the poorer classes, 
principally Bohemian emigrant families, and being in the vicin¬ 
ity of several planing mills, shingle mills, and factories, had col¬ 
lected a large quantity of shavings from these places, and stored 
them in the basements and yards of their premises for winter 
fuel, in fact, shavings were scattered for blocks in every di¬ 
rection. 

All the apparatus responding to the first alarm, were soon 
upon the ground, and were placed in the most advantageous 
positions in very quick order; the second and third alarms were 
given in succession, almost instantaneously, bringing the entire 
department to the rescue, but of little avail.

Considering’ the difficulties the department hat! to encounter 
on that dreadful night, with few exceptions, the officers ami 
men worked with a wilt and energy seldom seen. They had 
just passed through a severe fire twenty-four hours previous, 
and part of the companies had left the scene of the Saturday 
night fire but a few hours, when they were again called, tired 
ami worn out from hours of hard labor, to this one still more 
fearful than the one they had just dealt with. 

\\ hile the department were working on the original fire, 
which was surrounded and under control, the fearful gale which 
was raging at t hat time carried not only sparks, but brands and 
pieces of boards on fire, the distance of two to four blocks. To 
our surprise, we were informed that a church over two blocks to 
the north was on fire. A new base of operations was then 
formed, to protect the property around the burning church. 
While thus engaged, we were again informed that the fire had 
broken out in a match factory, a lumber yard, and the shingle 
mill of W. B. Bateham. People living in the vicinity had car¬ 
ried out bedding, furniture, etc., into the streets and alleys for 
safety, which were soon all ablaze, the strong wind carrying the 
burning material to the east side of Cana! street, communica¬ 
ting the fire to the wooden structures on that side of the street. 
These buildings being elevated to the height of five to seven 
feet above the ground, formed a complete tunnel, and the draft 
carried the flames for a whole square, without meeting even the 
resistance of a common board partition. In the meantime the 
heat drove us, and we were compelled to remove some of our 
apparatus which occupied quite a length of time, also losing 
considerable hose, 

I during this time the fire made fearful progress, so rapidly 
did it advance, that it was impossible to concentrate the ap¬ 
paratus at any one point of attack. Some of them were badly 
burned, and one of the engines was entirely consumed. Large 
brands of fire were carried through the air for miles, alighting 
on the roofs of buildings in the business portion of the city. 
Three different times was the cupola of the Court Mouse, at 
least one mile distant, on fire, and it required the efforts of the 
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watchman and others to extinguish it, and keep it from de¬ 
struction at that time. 

In the short space of one hour and fifteen minutes, the fire had 
reduced thirty-two blocks of buildings to ashes, covering an 
area of 80 acres, and incurring a loss of about Si,475,000. At 
this time information was received, that the fire had crossed 
the river to the South Division, and was burning in the vicin¬ 
ity of the gas works. A portion of the department was ordered 
to the new field of action, and on our arrival there we found 
not only a few buildings on fire, but the largest portion of the 
two squares. So rapidly (.lid the fire spread, that the wooden 
buildings on Quincy street, the Armory building, the square 
known as u Conley's Patch" (all composed of wooden shells), 
the gas works, and the roofing material yard of Barrett, Arnold 
& Powell, were one sheet of flame in a short space of time. 

Through the agency of the burning of these premises, large 
fire brands composed of tar and pitch felting some two or three 
feet in length, were whirled through the air for several blocks, 
and would alight on some building, and hardly a minute would 
elapse before the whole structure would be involved in one 
mass of fire, thus starting in different parts of the city, what 
might be called different fires, and ail burning at same time. 

A greater portion of the department was ordered to the 
South Side, but it was of little avail, the wind blew so hard at 
this period, as to cut a solid stream of water into spray, before 
it had gone the distance of twenty feet from the pipe. The 
fire made such rapid headway, that the engines were moved 
often to save them from destruction : consequently large quan¬ 
tities of hose were abandoned and lost; so much so that we 
were soon short of a supply. 

Soon it was discovered, that the large building known as the 
Oriental Block, was on fire in the rear. In a few minutes the en¬ 
tire block was wrapped in flames. The next to be seized, was the 
Court House and Chamber of Commerce buildings, which 
b u rn ed very wicked ly. S h or t ly a ft er this (abou t half past t wo 
o'clock in the morning), I received intelligence that the water 
works were on fire, then one mile north of the main body of 
the fire. This fact convinced me, that it would be Impossible 
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to stay the flames in front. The apparatus not then engaged 
along the south line of the fire, was ordered along the river and 
its branches, to obtain water and fight the flames on the flanks, 
expecting to change its course towards the lake, and succeeded 
in a measure to do so, until the wind changed to a northerly 
direction, bringing fire ami destruction with it. 

At about ten o’clock a, m., on the 9th, engines arrived 
from Milwaukee, and were at work in a few minutes. By 
their aid, the fire was kept from crossing to the west side of the 
river along the north branch, and a portion of the buildings in 
the North Division were saved, by the great exertions of the 
department and citizens. 

I11 many instances where the engines endeavored to obtain 
water from the river, especially along the main and south 
branch, the ends of the streets were occupied for business pur¬ 
poses, and much time was lost in removing obstacles, to gain 
access to the river to take suction. 

Between one and two o’clock Tuesday morning, the lotli 
the fire had spent its fury. A lull of the wind, and a slight 
rain had commenced to fall* aiding greatly in the work of 
preventing its further progress, which had then extended to 
the extreme northern suburbs of the city. Thus within the 
space of twenty-eight hours, had the flames destroyed about 
25,000 buildings, covering an area of 2,000 acres. 

I take this opportunity to express our gratitude towards our 
sister cities, for their generosity in responding to our call for 
assistance in that trying time. Engines and other fire appara¬ 
tus were sent from Milwaukee, Wis., Cincinnati, Ohio, Pitts¬ 
burg, Penn., New York, Detroit, Mich., Alleghany City, Penn., 
Freeport, III., Aurora, 111 ., Quincy, 111 ., Bloomington, III,, 
Springfield, Ill., and Louisville, Ky. Much valuable property 
was saved by their timely arrival. The officers and men ac¬ 
companying them, were untiring in their endeavors to save 
property, and to assist us, who were nearly exhausted through 
the arduous duties already performed, and we feci under ever¬ 
lasting obligations to all those concerned. Should misfortune 
of this kind occur (which we hope will never happen), where the 
services of this department may be required, we would respond 


to their call with alacrity, and endeavor to repay a tribute which 
can never be forgotten. ' 

In this connection, I would cal! your attention to the gener¬ 
osity of the fire department organizations of other cities, who 
have donated large sums of money, for the express benefit of 
the firemen of our city, who lost their homes and personal effects 
by the fire, while manfully remaining at their post of duty. 

This money was placed in the hands of a committee, ap¬ 
pointed from the members of the department, consisting of 
Commissioner J. F. Chadwick appointed by the Board of Police 
to act as Treasurer, Charles S. Petrie, Chairman, Thomas Harry 
and David U. Kenyon, who have distributed the fund at inter¬ 
vals in proportion to the actual necessity of each individual 
case, which has given entire satisfaction to all, ami is not only 
appreciated by those directly benefitted, but by every member 
of the department.

We arc also under many obligations to the Amoskeag Man¬ 
ufacturing Co., of Manchester, N, H., and also to the Silsby 
Manufacturing Co., of Seneca Falls, N. V.. for their great lib¬ 
erality, by sending voluntarily to our relief two fire engines 
each, which were in use on the ruins for several weeks, without 
any recompense for their services. Their presence here at that 
time, enabled us to lay up our apparatus for repairs, which 
was greatly needed. We fully appreciate the generosity so 
bestowed.

From appearances at the present time, the burnt district will 
be almost entirely built over during the coming summer ; and 
while there is time, 1 would suggest the necessity of preparing 
this department for emergencies, such as we have already ex¬ 
perienced, and arc liable to experience again. Better facilities 
should be furnished this department, and the co-operation of all 


brandies of the city government and of every citizen, is especi¬ 
ally required to assist in carrying out this end. 

1 would most respectfully present the following recommen¬ 
dations. believing that if carried out, good results will be de¬ 
rived therefrom, and will urge the necessity of your early action 


in these premises. 

First, That one or more floating steam fire engines be con¬ 
structed, and added to the department. In my annual report 
for 1868-9, ' suggested the propriety of procuring one or more 
of these engines. The Board of Police submitted an estimate 
for one to the Common Council at that time, but that body 
failed to appropriate money for tins much needed appliance, 
which in my opinion, resulted in great disaster to our people, 
as experienced by the great destruction in October last. 

Second, That a second class steam fire engine be purchased, 
and located in the vicinity of Blue Island avenue and Twelfth- 
street, to protect that territory so completely built over with 
wooden structures: the nearest engine being one mile distant. 

Third, That a third class engine be purchased, and stationed 
in the house now occupied by the Fred. Guild engine, on Raw- 
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,J»on street near Wards Rolling Mill. The Gund engine, to be 
stationed in house on Chicago avenue when built. 

Fourth, l hat two second class engines be purchased, one to 
be stationed in the house now occupied by the steamer Frank 
Sherman on Cottage Grove avenue, the other at the T, H. 
lirown engine house No. 6n West Lake street. The Brown 
and Sherman engines to be used as relief engines, and placed 
in houses in the central portion of the city. These steamers 
are too heavy for service in the suburbs, but can do excellent 
service by working on ruins, or remaining in houses to protect 
the property in the vicinity, while the other engines are called 
to some distant conflagration. 

Fifth, The addition of two hook and ladder trucks with the 
necessary equipments, etc., to put them in service as soon as 
practicable. We have but four in use at present, which num¬ 
ber 1 consider inadequate for the efficient working of the de¬ 
partment. 

Sixth, That five first class Babcock self acting engines be 
purchased, and stationed in the houses now occupied by supply 
hose carts, to wit: 

One at the Douglas hose house, on Cottage Grove avenue 
near Douglas Place; one at the Washington hose house, on 
West Madison street near Western avenue; one at the Lincoln 
hose house, No. 454 Webster avenue; one at the Tempest hose 
house, corner of Washington and Clinton streets. These hose 
carts to be transferred to engine houses, and used in connection 
with relief engines. The only additional expense incurred by 
these changes, will be the cost of the engines. The other Bab¬ 
cock engine, to be stationed in house on [ Jeering street < Bridge¬ 
port) when built. The advantages to be gained by the addi¬ 
tion of these appliances to our department, are incalculable; as 
they have proved themselves equal, if not superior, to a steam 
fire engine hi extinguishing fires in their incipient stage. Fire 
hydrants are not always to be depended upon in the suburbs 
of tlie city, on account of the low water pressure obtained. 

Seventh, That this department is crippled to a great extent, 
for the want of a sufficient supply of water from the fire hy¬ 
drants, is a well known fact, but the Hoard of Public Worksare 
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now remedying this evil, by laying more and larger mains. 
And while so co-operating with this department, we would re¬ 
spectfully call their attention, to the necessity of placing more 
fire hydrants in the business or central part of the city: say one 
on each corner of the streets. These hydrants to have two or 
more connections, thereby concentrating the engines, and by 
so doing less hose would be required, water could be forced to 
a greater height, and much valuable time saved. This action 
on*their part, I believe would be economy, and greatly facili¬ 
tate the better success of this department. 

In this connection I will again urge upon your honorable 
Hoard, the necessity of connecting pipes directly with the river 
and its branches, extending them to the streets running para- 
lei! with the same, at intervals of about one square, and build 
cisterns to connect with them; or if that be not practicable, 
attach regular fire hydrants, which would ennablc the engines 
to take suction directly from the river, and would furnish an 
inexhaustible supply of water. Heretofore the ends of the 
streets have been used for business purposes, and access to the 
river was almost impossible, resulting disastrously in many in¬ 
stances. By carrying out this, these difficulties will be entirely 
overcome. 

Eighth, The districts allotted to the three assistant fire Mar¬ 
shals, is by far too large : it being necessary for them to visit all 
the houses in their respective districts daily, which occupies a 
greater part of their time, anti is very often the cause of delay 
» reaching a fire in season, 1 will therefore suggest, that pro¬ 
per measures be taken at an early day, to have the office of 
fourth and fifth assistant fire marshal created by an action of 
the State Legislature, and their salary fixed by that body. 
•While this action is pending, I would recommend that two 
foremen in the department, be detailed by your Board to act 
as such officers. 

Ninth, That a temporary ttnver be erected in the centre of 
the burnt district, or in the vicinity of the old city hall: that a 
large bell be procured and placed therein, and connected with 
tlie tire alarm telegraph, for the purpose of sounding alarms for 
fires, and also for striking the hours of the day. 
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Tenth, That the houses formerly in use lay the department, 
destroyed by fire Oct. 8th and 9th, 1871, be rebuilt at as early 
a day as possible, for the apparatus and companies so deprived 
of accommodation. At present we are paying large rents for 
buildings for this purpose, which are located in out-of-the-way 
places, and too remote from their original locations, while others 
are stationed in temporary buildings, being very inconvenient 
and uncomfortable for men and horses. If there is any branch 
of tiie city government that should be liberally dealt with, it is 
this one. Our tax payers are probably aware of this fact. 

It is not our desire to wilfully increase the expenses of this 
department, but it is our wish to economize so far as may be 
consistent, I know that we are asking fora large outlay to 
increase the efficiency of this department, but it must be taken 
into consideration that our future welfare depends greatly upon 
this organization, therefore the means for its success should not 
be withheld, for the sake of improving public parks, boulevards, 
and the like. 

I know that a great responsibility rests upon me as Fire 
Marshal, and it shall be my aim to perform the duties apper¬ 
taining to that responsible office, to the satisfaction of all con¬ 
cerned, while occupying the position; but without the assist- 
tance and co-operation of the citizens, and also other branches of 
the city government, no man or body of men can succeed. I 
would therefore ask the concurrence of all, to assist in carrying 
out the foregoing recommendations. 

Ail the apparatus belonging to this organization, is in good 
working order, and ready for service. The great amount of 
work done by the apparatus during the past year, has necessi¬ 
tated a large expense for repairs; and the rebuilding of three 
engines, Wm. James No. 3 ; Liberty No, 7; and the Fred. 
Gund No. 14. which were partly destroyed by fire on October 
8th and 9th, and also for the new hook and ladder truck, in 
place of the one destroyed by the “ Saturday night ” fire, on 
Oct. “th. A large amount of hose and other appliances were 
destroyed, which have been replaced at quite a large expense. 
Four temporary frame buildings have also been put up since 
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the “great fire/’ and we may have expended more money than 
had been appropriated, for the use of the fire department. 

The fire alarm telegraph branch has also suffered large losses 
by the “great fire,” and the expense of repairing and replacing 
the lines, alarm boxes, dials, etc., has been large. Much credit 
is due to the Superintendent, Mr. h. B. Chandler, and also to 
the operators and repairers, for their unceasing efforts to replace 
and put in working order the whole system, and considering 
the'difficulties to encounter at that time, it was'done in re¬ 
markably quick time, and is at present working in a satisfactory 
manner. By reference to the report of the Superintendent, it 
will be seen that much valuable work has been rendered, by this 
branch of the service. The Automatic boxes substituted for 
the crank boxes, have proved themselves superior, and have 
given entire satisfaction. 

We have at present a good supply of hose (see statement 
schedule "C"), but it will be necessary to procure more during 
the year, and as this is a very important appendage to the de¬ 
partment. much attention should be paid in selecting it. j 
would suggest that rubber hose be purchased, as it is far supe¬ 
rior to leather for service in this latitude. 

Of lilt: eighty-seven horses in use, several of them are becom¬ 
ing old and crippled from long service, and others will soon be 
required to till their places. 1 would recommend that none but 
first class horses be purchased. Five have died during the 
year. 

But two or three accidents of a serious nature, have happened 
to the members throughout the year, although many hazard¬ 
ous risks have been taken, which is necessary in their line of 
d uty. 

As a majority, they have done their work nobly. There may 
have been some exceptions, but wc hope those exceptions arc- 
removed, and that the officers and members of the department 
to-day, are ready to commence the new year with good intent; 
and will strive to maintain its efficiency, and regain the confi¬ 
dence heretofore placed in them by our citizens, and show to 


the whole community, that although beaten, we have not lost 
our pride and perseverance. 

Previous to the “great fire," the number of buildings within 
the city was estimated at 53,753, classified as follows: frame, 
48,682; brick* 4,066; stone or iron, 1,005. All of which shows 
the great amount of combustible material, necessarily under the 
protection of this department. 

The fire wardens have done good work during the year, but 
much of their time has been taken up by attending to petty 
complaints, while large blocks of buildings arc constantly being 
erected* directly in opposition to the ordinances. These build¬ 
ings should be carefully looked after, for it is in the manner of 
their construction and the material used, that we most fear, in 
order that our buildings in the future should be constructed ac¬ 
cording to the ordinances, I would suggest that an ordinance 
be passed by the Common Council, requiring all persons about 
to erect buildings, to first submit a plan and brief descript.ion of 
the proposed building, to some person having a theoretical 
knowledge of mechanics, and practical experience in construct¬ 
ing buildings, who shall be employed to examine those plans 
submitted, and all dangerous walls and erections complained of 
as unsafe, and be competent to decide all the doubtful points, 
which almost daily come up before us. f hope your honorable 
Hoard will see the necessity of immediate action, towards carry¬ 
ing out tliis much deserved object. 

Your attention is respectfully called to the following sched¬ 
ules, viz : Real estate, Schedule “ A M ; buildings, “ B " ; ap¬ 
paratus, “ C " ; list of fires, “ I) ” ; report of Superintendent of 
fire alarm telegraph, “ E." 

Before concluding, I desire to extend my sincere thanks, to 
all who have endeavored to assist in making ill is department 
effective, and hope that by out united action, harmony and dis¬ 
cipline may extend to all; that our record for the future, will 
be one that our citizens can allude to, with pride and admira¬ 
tion.

Sir:—I herewith submit my seventh 
annual report of the operations of the hire Alarm and Police 
Telegraph. 

The substitution last year, just previous to the “ great fire," 
rif automatic for crank boxes* left little to be desired, so far as 
t lie machinery of this branch of the h ire Department was con¬ 
cerned. H only needed the change of wires from house tops 
to poles to make our system perfect and complete. The ben¬ 
efit of the change of boxes was immediately manifest. Many 
a false run had been occasioned by the improper manner in 
which key-holders often gave the signal from the old boxes, 
and the losses from that cause were enough annually to pay 
for the change, over and over again. Hut since the adoption 
of the automatic boxes, no runs have been made in a wrong 
direction. And the confidence of the Fire Department in the 
correctness of the alarms sent them lias been greatly increased. 
No box lias yet failed to give its signal with distinctness and 
accuracy, unless, from some unforeseen cause, its lines has been 
temporarily disabled. 

The five swept out of existence sixty of these boxes, sixteen 
engine house gong strikers, three hell striking machines, eight 
Police dial instruments, about forty miles of lines, and the en¬ 
tire central office apparatus. With such instruments as we 
could borrow and change to suit our needs—and in this con¬ 
nection I desire especially to express the obligations we are 
under to the city of St. Louis,and to .Messrs. Gamewell & Co., 
for the loan of indispensable apparatus the West Side lines 
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were connected and put in operation Wednesday night after 
the fire, and connections made with South Side lines the 
following Sunday. Since then we have replaced twenty-five 
boxes, six gongs and five Police dials, and built the necessary 
lines to carry them. We are still, however, without an ade¬ 
quate central office apparatus, and are liable at any time to be 
called upon to return our borrowed machinery. Manifestly, if 
we are to continue the use of the telegraph, common prudence 
demands that we should own the necessary apparatus to make 
it effective. 

The increased activity in construction of new buildings in 
all parts of the city is a constant menace to the security of 
house-top lines. Not a day goes by without an interruption 
of some kind on our lines, and occasionally a broken wire pre¬ 
vents an alarm of fire being received by the Fire Department, 
Fortunately, no serious conflagrations have resulted from this 
cause, but we may not always escape so luckily. Accidents 
may occur with a well constructed system of lines on poles, but 
they are ten times as likely to happen with lines on house-tops. 
And this fact is the strongest argument that can be urged in 
favor of a change. It seems to me that we cannot afford to 
trifle with so important a matter. If live telegraph is worth 
anything,—and confessedly it is indispensable to the Fire De¬ 
partment of a large city—it is worth pushing to its highest 
efficiency. It is poor economy to risk millions to save a few 
thousands. 1 regard it of the first importance that our lines 
should be entirely rebuilt on poles, the number of street boxes 
greatly increased, our central office furnished with new and 
improved instruments, and nothing omitted, indoors or out, 
that can in any way enhance the efficiency and reliability of 
the system. 

There is much room, also, for improvement in the Police tel¬ 
egraph. Too little attention has been paid to this subject by 
the officers and station-keepers in charge of the instruments. 
These instruments are constructed with special reference to 
their use by persons unskilled in telegraphy, but they require a 
little care and knowledge on the part of those who handle 
them : none, however, that they cannot easily acquire if they 
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will. And no one should ever be left in charge of a station 
who does not understand their management. Most station 
men know how to send and receive messages, when the instru¬ 
ments and lines are all right, and the weather fair. But no 
telegrapher needs to be told that his instruments will not take 
care of themselves, or that his lines will not be invariably per¬ 
fect, and that he must take extra precautions during rainy 
weather. The same principles apply to Fire Alarm and Police 
Telegraphs as to Railroad and Commercial Telegraphs. And 
the same perseverance and application that have made the 
latter an indispensable adjunct to the business of the country 
and the world, will make the former equally so to a municipal¬ 
ity, and both these qualities can be displayed by the members 
of our Police force as well as by the employees of any tele¬ 
graph com pan)’. A little care and attention shown this mat¬ 
ter will make the Police telegraph as valuable to that depart¬ 
ment as the Fire Alarm is to its department. 

Annexed are the usual tabular statements, showing the 
number of alarms struck each month, day of the week, etc., 
during the year.
